In the north, in the centre and in the south 
the German forces are in the final stages of dis- 
integration. Montgomery’s drive into Holland 
and Prussia has cracked Nazi resistance. 

Our tanks are only a few miles from the 
North Sea. Four armoured divisions, by- 
passing Leipzig to the south, are only 18 miles 
from the Czech border. Simpson’s 9th Army, 
after a new crossing of the Elbe, is only 40 miles 
from Berlin and about 70 from the Russians 
now attacking the German capital frontally 


from the east. 

Patton’s tanks, now well on the way to split 
Germany in two, have crushed all semblance of organised 
resistance. Hour by hour the pace grows hotter as the 
gap between the Americans and the Russians, now just 
over 80 miles away at Gorlitz, dwindles. 

The shattered Wehrmacht on this front, with its 
communications cut to ribbons, has been unable to 
create any organised defence line. AND NOW 
PATTON’S ARMOUR IS ROARING AHEAD WELL ON 
THE WAY TO TAKING GERMANY’S EAST FRONT 
ARMY IN THE REAR. 

Any time now may come the momentous news that 
Hitler’s “last stand” area at Berchtesgaden has been 
cut off from Berlin and Northern Germany. 

Prisoners are pouring in. On Thursday in the west 
the Allied bag was 50,277; on Friday the U.S. Ist Army 
alone took 34,847—believed to be a record for all armies. 

Monty’s divisions are romping over the Oldenburg 
Plains and Northern Holland against lightening resist- 
ance. Hamburg, the Reich’s No. 1 port, is less than 50 
miles away. AND BETWEEN OUR ARMOUR AND THIS 
VAST CITY THERE IS VIRTUALLY NOTHING TO 
STEM THE ALLIED ADVANCE. 

Spearheads of the crack 15th Scottish Division are 
heading the chase towards th> Elbe in the British sector. 
They raced more than 30 miles across desolate heath- 
land to within 20 miles of the river. 


On the British left flank Polish units of the Cana- 
dian 1st Army have smashed forward to a point only 
seven miles from the North Sea. They, too, are 
advancing virtually unopposed. Emden itself is now 
less than 15 miles away. 


SIMPSON HOLDS 85 
MILES OF THE ELBE 


In their wild scramble across the Elbe, the Germans | 
used double-decker buses, petrol wagons and hundreds 
of lorries—indication that the battle along the whole of 
Monty’s front is now in its final stages. 

But Patton’s 3rd and Simpson’s 9th supply the high- 
lights. Simpson’s divisions are on or across the Elbe 
on a front 85 miles long. One of these is an infantry | 
division; and the fact that these U.S. forces were able 
to stab on across the river within 48 hours indicates the 
dwindling hope of any Wehrmacht stand west of Berlin. 


Hodges’ 1st U.S. Army is on the move, too. The 9th 
Armoured Division has reached the Pleisse River at 
Bergisdorf, 15 miles south of Leipzig. 

First Army spearheads on Patton’s northern flank 
have also leapt forward in sensational style. Yester- 
day they reached a point just south of Dessau, 35 miles | 
north of Leipzig. | 

And all the time the Ruhr pocket, now less than 
one-fourth of its original size, is shrinking. It has | 
almost ceased to be a military problem. The 1st and | 
9th Armies have taken more than 114,000 prisoners 
from the pocket—74,000 of them by Hodges’ Ist Army.

Is Coming’—Berlin 


BY OUR MILITARY COMMENTATOR 
HE Russians are about to strike for Berlin from the east as the 
Allies drive in from the west. That was the theme of the German 
military correspondents yesterday, and they backed it up with 
evidence to show that Stalin’s final assault would come at any moment, 


This was Col. von 
Olberg speaking: “The 
battle in the Vienna area 
is put in the shade by 
the immediately imminent 
great offensive of Marshal 
Zhukov and Marshal 
Koniev on the Oder and 
Neisse. 

“The Russians are busily 
clearing the minefields in the 
Kuestrin sector and around 
Forst on the Neisse. These 


are only some of the indica- | 


tions of the big offensive.” 

And last night Col. 
mer, German News Agency corre- 
spondent, said: 

“Russian forces today launched 
a number of attacks in regimental 
strength from their bridgehead in 
the Prankfurt-Kuestrin sector. 
The attacks were made with tank 
support and after intensive artil- 
lery preparation. 

“Tt can safely be assumed that 
Russian High Command will 
shortly give signal for general 
attack on Berlin,” Hammer added. 

“The Soviet High Command 
was apparentliy still probing the 
strength of the German front 
and fighting was still in a prepara- 
tory nature.” 

“ NUMBERED HOURS ” 

On the Russian side, too, the 
front is now in a state of acute 
tension, cables Reuter’s Moscow 
correspondent, and it is believed 
that the death-blow of the Nazis 
is on the point of being launched: 

“Pravda” ‘yesterday ‘Ye e 
even greater efforts by the Red 
Army and a very speedy end of 
the war. “Germany’s hours are 
numbered,” it stated.

Other squads were put to 
work digging huge graves in the 
communal cemetery overlooking 
the town. In groups of four the 
civilians carried the bodies to 
the graves. Most were violently 
ill before the job was done, 

One man fell with what might 
have been a heart attack as he 
helped take a body to the 
cemetery 

“ We paid no attention but just 
left him writhing there,” one of 
the soldiers told me. 

It was a day of vengeance, the 
first time, as far as is known, 
that the Allies have made the 
Germans pay for their sins. 
They will never forget this. 

Among the bodies were those 
of Russians, Poles, Czechs, 
Belgians and other nationalities. 

Two Poles, searching, found 
one’s wife, who had died of 
starvation in the camp. Her body 
was no bigger than a child’s. The 
two men burst into hysterics as 
they found her. 

Major Paulette ordered a special 
burial. German civilians were de- 
tailed to dig the grave and fill it 
in, but the two Poles disdainfully 
pushed the Germans aside and

In his time he had been tall, 
with broad, square shoulders, and 
with firm, long legs which some- 
how still bore his body in a 
barrack square stance. 

This much I saw in the shop 
window which I used as a mirror, 
pretending to be interested in 
whatever goods they were the 
shopkeeper displayed. 


Memories Of 
Days Long Ago 


The old man finished the hymn 
on a wavering note, paused a 
second or two and, surprisingly, 
started to play another equally 
simple tune, the notes of which 
set me mentally singing the old 
nursery rhyme “ Margery Daw.” 

I turned from the shop window 
and watched : people were passing 
the old man, but nobody seemed 
to notice his existence. Nobody 
stopped to give him a coin. No- 
body even paused or troubled to 
give him a smile....though 
surely the tunes he played must 
have awakened a_ thousand 
memories. 

So I mustered my courage and 
asked him whether he knew 
where we could go to have a bite 
of food and a cup of tea....and 
he stopped playing, very abruptly, 
and eyed me up and down, and 
said was this all a joke; if so, 
wouldn't I please leave him alone? 

And so we came to share a table 
together in a little eating-house 
which styled itself: “Popular 
Café-restaurant : Efficient Service. 
Moderate Prices.” 

The first part of that sign was 
rather a tall claim, but it didn't 
matter; the food was good, the 
tea was hot and sweet and 
welcome.... 

It wasn’t so bad after the last 
war, said the old man, because 
not a quarter so many houses had 
been destroyed by the Germans. 
But it was bad enough, and 
tnousands of soldiers came out of 
uniform to find that there weren't 
enough homes to go round. 

He said it wasn’t right really to 
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idea, I would go along to the 
Public Baths. It was not a 
pleasant place, but it was that, 
or being dirty. 

We paid our twopence or 
threepence at the pay-box, 
were given a towel and a bar 
of soap, and went inside. 
There, on hard, shining 
benches worn smooth with 
much sitting, we sat and moved 
along at the rate of about four 
inches an hour. We went in 
at about one-thirty and were 
lucky if we emerged at five.

“Hot water, please, 
number thirty-three.”

She left him when their baby 
daughter was little more than six 
months old, but he stayed with 
the child at this house-that-had- 
been-home, trying his best to be 
both father and mother to the 
bairn. And the baby grew into a 
bonny girl. 

He had been in the Guards, and 
he got a job as commissionaire- 
caretaker at a block of service 
fiats; it a short while they gave 
him an apartment at the very 
top of the building, a small place 
which he and the child slowly 
transformed into the nearest 
approach, he said, to Heaven. 

There was a square of ash- 
phalted roof above their rooms, 
and here he made flower-boxes 
and planted tulips and daffodils. 


Tragedy ‘And 
Distraction 


The little girl used to go up 
there when the air was sweet with 
the scent of flowers, and sing the 
hymn “Little Lord Jesus.” 

. And then she played on the 
swing he had fashioned for her, 
and would sing “ Margery Daw.” 

And then she died.... 

He fied from the Land of 
Memory by getting a job with one 
of the minor commissions whicn 
went to Europe at the time of the 
so-called “ Peace Conference.” 

He was sent to Versailles, then 
to Deauville, to Cannes, to Le 
Touquet; he checked baggage, he 
saw that a dozen and more items 
were always within reach of the 
finger-tips of those paid planners 
who reached for, but always 
managed to miss the Peace so 
many millions had given their 
lives to achieve. 

He saw many things he hated 
....there was a little blonde at 
Deauville, and a brunette, a 
Junoesque girl, at Versailles, and 
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rinse and a quick slap-down 
with an unclean rag, you went 
into a bath in which, before 
you, a drunk or a paralytic, or 
a man suffering from an in- 
fectious disease had been lying. 

I’m not blaming the Public 
Baths. They were—and are— 
the only refuge for a fellow 
needing a bath.

The cortege started its journey to 
the White House, the caisson 
drawn by six grey horses, led by a 
seventh. It was a hot Spring 
morning, with the sun already 
blazing fiercely down on the 
thousands in the streets.
